ds GENERAL 


This summary, issued by the Gommonwealth Statistician, (Dr. Roland 
Wilson), covers the operations of the Unemployment and Sickness Benefits Acts, 
1944, during the month of December, 1946 and the six months ended Decombor, 
1946, 


The Act providos for tho payment of bonofit to persons whoso 
normal earnings have been intorrupted through unomployment or tomporary 
incapacity. The Act also provides 2 third class of bonefit - dosignatced 
Speical Benefit ~- which givos a measuro of assistance to those porsons who, 
on account of some spocial circumstances. cannot comply with the statutory 
requiromonts rolating to unomployment or sicknoss bonofit, and who are 
prevented from earning a livolihosd and aro in nocd. 


The number of recipionts of benefit do not embrace the total unom- 
ployment and sickness in the community, Unemploymont or sickness of loss than 
seven days’ duration is not covered duo to the provision in tho Act of a "waite 
ing period" of this length of time during which no bonefit is payablo. Per- 
manent incapacity is not included as this is covored by tho Invalid and Old 
age Fonsions Act. The application of a "means tost" oxcludos another group 
from benofit. The inclusion of claims rcjectod = soo 2(i) = completes tho 
coverage of all persons applying for bencfit, irrospoctive cf whether their 
Claims arc approved or rejectod. 


Tho number of "persons on benofit" in this summary rolates to prin- 
cipal beneficiarios who would normally bo breadwinners. Dopondants on such 
beneficiaries are not includod,. 


Tho information contained in this bullotin has boen compiled from 
data made availeblo by tho Department of §ccial Scrvicos. Tho details givon 
in Section 4, 6 and 7 refer to admittancos and exits notified during the period 
shown and not to admittances and exits which actually occurred during that 
period. 


Due to delay in the roceipt of information in respoct of some bene= 
ficiarios, tho figures are preliminary and subject to revision. This applies 
particularly to discontinuances and results in porsons on benefit at the ond 
of the month being overstated,

Of the 61,451 benefits whose discontinuance was notified during tho 
six months ended December, 1946, 20,669 (34 por cont.) woro in recoipt of bene- 
fit for fivo weoks and over, 24,395 (40 por cont.) for four wooks and over, 
29,443 (42 por cont.) for threo wooks and over, 35,745 (53 por cent.) for two 
wooks and over, 50,352 (84 por cont.) for one wook and ovor, whilst 11,099 
(16 per cont.) recoived bonofit for loss than ono wook, 


averago duration of unomploymont bonofits discontinued was shorter 
than that of sicknoss. Twenty-four por conte of unomployment and nino per cent. 
of sickness cases wero in reccipt cf bonofit for less than ono wook, whilst for 
durations cf less than threo weeks tho proecentagos were 63 and 36 rospoctively.

mont of Social Sorvicos), 1,142 (3.1 por cont.) transforro@ to Sickness Bono- 
fit or to anothor district and 221 (0.6 per cont.) transferrod to Rehabiliation

Of the 24,278 cases of sickness bonefit whose termination was 
notificd, 20,917 (86.6 per cont.) recovered from thoir illnoss and prosumably 
rosumed employment, 1,102 (4.5 per cont.) wero classifiod as permanontly 
incapacitated which, in practically ovory casc, means that thoy wore transferred 
to Invalid pensions, 954 (3.9 per cont.) transforrod to Unomploymont Bonofit 
or to anothor district and 450 (1.9 por cent.) dicd,
